Whh h Was Practically Drmonrtls«-«! In 
IS.*,a 
II .«■ the Act Went Through Con­ 
gress " I k«- tlie Silent Trra«l of a Cat.” 


For the benefit of the thousands of 
intelligent pe«>ple who honestly believe 
that a crime was committed surrepti­ 
tiously agaiM-t silv« r in 1873, Congress­ 
man J. T. M eChary of Minnesota de­ 
voted considerable time, in Ins great 
speech of Feb. 12, to a presentation of 
the important facts connected w ith the 
passage of the coinage act of 1* 7;$. The 
facts stand nut so clearly and tell such 
a straightforward story that it would 
seem impossible that any fair minded 
man should, after reading them, con­ 
tinue to believe that there was any 
"conspiracy” by anybody that caused 
tli«- passage of this act. W«* can give. but 
a few «if the more salient points from 
Mr. M eCleary’s speech on this point: 
The original bill was prepared in the 
treasury department in the w inter of 
1809-70, by .1' >hn .lay Kiiox, then deputy 
comptroller of the currency, under the 
direction of < rcorge S. Iloutwell, then 
secretary of the treasury. 
The laws re­ 
lating to the mint had not been revise d 
for more than a g< aeration, and much 
confusion existed. This bill was largely 
a codification of existmg law, w ith such 
improvements as experience suggested. 
The first draft of the bill was sub­ 
mitted to leading exports on coinage 
and cum ncy in this country, and to 
some ill Furopo. 
In this way the views 
«if more than 80 men were obtained. 
Their answers wore transmitf* «1 to the 
house in June, 1*70, as a supplementary 
report on the lull. 
The consensus of! specie basis, 
opinion of those experts, and of those i man receives 
who discussed the hill in congress, was 
that it was simply to recognize legally 
what had practically existed, since the 
act of 1858 made gold the single stand­ 
ard of value and made silver subsidiary 
and legal tender only for sums not ex­ 
ceeding $5. 
The bill as introduced distinctly dis­ 
continued the silver dollar. 
One of the 
eight headings to the divisions in the 
reports accompanying the bill was as 
follows: “ (5) D IS C O N TIN U A N C E O F 
S IL V E R D O L L A R .” This was punted 
in «capitals. 
The discontinuance of the 
silver dollar was specifically referred to 
in four places in this report. 
Contrary 
to 
t ho suppositions 
and 
statements «if many leading free silver- 
ltes, the old standard dollar of 412J,j 
grains was never in the coinage hill 
passed in 1878, and therefore it could 
not, as they allege, have ls-eti omitted 
surreptitiously. 
In May, 1892, a silver 
dollar containing 88-1 grains was in ­ 
troduced into the bill. 
Like the silver 
half dollars it did not liave “ free coin­ 
age” or full tender. 
This was the dol­ 
lar which was afterward dropped out of 
the hill and in place of which tin* trade 
dollar of 420 grains, w ith unlimited coin­ 
age, but lim ited tender, was substituted. 
From the eonP inporary records 11 is 
clear that the bill was before congress 
for about three years; that it was print­ 
ed 1 1 times separately and twice in r e ­ 
ports of thocomptroller of the currency; 
that it was considered at length by the 
finance committee of the senate and by 
the coinage commit tee of the house dur­ 
ing live different sessions; that it was 
carefully debated m both houses, the 
debates in the senate occupying *"•«> col­ 
umns and those in the house oeeupyimr 
78 columns of The Congressional Globe, 
and it finally passed substantially as it 
was originally introduced. 
Every fea­ 
ture of the bill was thoroughly explained 
m the original report accompanying the 
hill, and repeatedly afterward in the 
debates on the bill itself. 
There doubtless were persons in both 
houses who did not pay attention to 
either the report or the discussions, for 
at that tune such subjects were regard­ 
ed as of interest only to experts, but it 
certainly cannot be truthfully said that 
they did not have full opportunity to 
know all about it. 
So far as concerns the coinage of gold 
and silver, Mure were just two impor­ 
tant provisions in the act of 1 *7 8— name­ 
ly, the unlimited coinage of gold and 
the limited coinage of silver. 
Both of 
those provisions have endured and w ill 
endure, because, as I have shown al­ 
ready, this is the only way in which we 
can have the use of both metals as money 
at the same time. 
And though some 
very excellent gentlemen in congress in 
187 8, when the wave of “ free silver” 
threatened to overwhelm every one op* 
posed to it, may have said some foolish 
things about the act of 1*78, it is a sig 
nificant fact that not a single Republican 
of those quoted as saying these things, 
unless he lives in a silver producing 
state, has ever voted to repeal tin' essen­ 
tial provisions of the act of 1*78 above 
cited. 
Except as to the trade dollar 
(which was inserted as a special conces­ 
sion to the silver producers), the act of 
1878, based upon the experience of cen­ 
turies, framed by men pre-eminent for 
ability and integrity, discussed in all 
its phases during the three years when 
it was before congress, w ill lie recorded 
in history as one of the wisest and best 
pieces of legislation ever enacted by the 
congress of the United States. 
Its de­ 
tails may be changed, but its funda 
mental principles w ill endure. 
Occasionally we hear a man 
ask, 
“ W hy didn’t the newspapers si;v more 
about the act at the time of itspassng* 
The answer is plain. 
It was because of 
their being newspapers, not ancient Ins 
tones 
There was nothing new in prin­ 
ciple or practice iu the bill, 
it wa- 
largely a re-enactment of existing law, 
properly codified. W h y did the b ill give

And this was the avowe«l intention « f 
the act. of 1858. 
Tie* truth was that in 1872 the Glv* r 
dollar was worth for bullion 8 Ct cents 
more than the gold dollar and that -li­ 
ver dollars hud not b e n in circulation 
for many years. As Congressman Hoop­ 
er said on April 9, 1872, when discuss­ 
ing the silver d o llar: “ It does not circu­ 
late now in commercial 
transactions 
w ith any country, and the convenience 
of these manufacturers in this respect 
can L iter he met by supplying small 
stamped bars of the same standard, 
avoiding the useless expense of coining 
the dollar for that pur])Ose. ” 
And Mr. Kelley, who is reported as 
having said afterward that he “ did not 
k n o w that the bill omitted the standard 
silver dollar, ” said on this same day: 
“ It is impossible to retain the double 
standard. The values of gold and silver 
continually fluctuate. 
You cannot de­ 
te r m in e this year what w ill be the rela­ 
tive values of gold and silver next year. 
They wen* 15 to 
1 a short time ago. 
They are Id to I now, 
“ Hence all exporh nee has shown that 
you must have one standard coin win* li 
«hall b<* a h gal tender for all others, 
and tin n you may promote your dona s- 
tic convene nee by having a subsidiary 
coinage of silver, which shall eircul .te 
in all parts of your country as legal 8 n- 
der for a limited amount and he re­ 
d e e m a b le at its face value* by your gov­ 
ernment. ” 
In another place in the same speech 
Mr. Kelley said, “ Evt ryeoin that i- not 
gold is subsidiary. ” 
Ev« n Mr. Stewart, th* n as now a -< u- 
ator from Nevada, said on Feb. 20, 1H7 4: 
“ B y this process we shall come to 
and when the laboring 
a dollar it w ill ha\ * the 
purchasing power of a dollar at d h 
w ill not be called upon to do what is 
impossible for him or the prodi.e: g 
classes to do, figure upon the < xchang« s 
figure upon the fluctuations, figure upon 
tlie gambling in New York. 
But he 
w ill know what his money is worth. 
Gold is the imiversal standard of the 
world. Everybody knows what a dollar 
m gold is worth. ” 
The remarks of Mr. 
K elley in the 
house in 1872, and those of Si nator 
Stewart in 1*7 1 show that at that time, 
before the tremendous output of silver 
turned men’s heads, there was practi­ 
cally undivided opinion on the subject 
The b ill had been before congress three 
years, it had been repeatedly discussed, 
there was nothing new or startling iu 
it, and hence there was no call for any 
extended notice of its passage. 
But the facts are seen to be that the 
bill was passed ojienly and honestly. 
It 
embodies the principles of sound mint­ 
age, and it undoubtedly saved us from 
going to a silver basis on the resumption 
of specie payments. And, therefore, tile 
men who fraim d it and those who passed 
it deserve and w ill receive the grateful 
thanks of ourselves and our posterity. 
After becoming acquainted with the 
facts how ridiculous seems the following 
statement from (Coin’sFin an cial School: 
“ In the language of Senator Daniel < f 
V irginia, it (the act of 1878) seems to 
have gone through congress‘like the 
silent trend of a eat.’ ”

Champion Chicken Picker. 


Frank W . Turner of Eastport, Long 
Island, a section hand oil the* Long Is­ 
land railroad, can pick a fu ll fledged 
chicken in tin* astonishing time *4 five 
seconds. 
Experienced chicken pickers 
require at tin* least two minutes to p**r 
form tin* same work.

Turner begins by dousing tin* chicken 
in hot water to soften and loosen the 
feathers.

The most probable origin of the name 
clover is that which derives it from the 
La tin clava-—clubs— as the clover leaf 
slightly resembles the 
three pronged 
club of Hercules.

vorite plant, and, notwithstanding its 
practical uses in agriculture, about it 
superstition has woven many quaint and 
interesting legends.
